equal trade conditions. Germany is indeed required to eq- 
ualize her trade conditions, but otherwise the Command- 
ment is null/and void.

his workout the day I looked him 
over he weighed 253% pounds. This 
is less than he weighed when he fr>.et 
Frank Moran — a pound less, ancr the 
bip; day is three iveeks or so away.
